He is confident that for 
moral as well as practical 
reasons, the artificial heart 
will win out over the trans¬ 
plant of human organs on 
either a temporary or per¬ 
manent basis. “The heart iR a 
relatively simple organ, and 
using polyurethane as the 
construction material, there is 
no problem with rejection at 
all.’’ said the 36-year-old 
specialist, who is the first 
East German ever to get an 
American professorship. 

Most of the patients given 
heart transplants have died 


the liesi and is now being 
bought by U.S. firms. 

Klinkmann believes medi¬ 
cal science lias now reached 
the threshold of its most 
dramatic era. “Medicine is 
now developing the way phy¬ 
sics and chemistry did at the 
beginning of the century." he 
said. 

His optimism about the 
heart is based partly on the 
fact that it is a muscle, and 
not a complicated biochemical 
organ such as the liver or the 
kidneys. An artificial pim p 
can be built, and the problem 


or regulating it has already 
been solved with the Pace¬ 
maker. 

The great advantage with 
the artificial heart is that it 
will allow doctors to remove 
the natural heart, free/e it. 
and make the necessary 
repairs, he said. 

“ ... In two-thirds of the 
cases, the original heart could 
be returned after it was 
repaired." he said. “In the 
other one-third, the people 
could survive with artificial 
hearts in their bodies.”

HOUSTON (AP)—The 
Apollo 15 astronauts 
rocketed off the moon 
Monday with bags full 
of lunar secrets, linking 
up with their mothership 
in orbit around the moon 
for the first step home, 
but they ran into tem¬ 
porary trouble. 

On the verge of jettisoning 
their faithful lunar lander 
Falcon, the same craft that 
had carried them to the moon 
and back again, an odd 
pressure reading was noted 
between the chambers of the 
spacecraft. 

It posed the question, was 
there a pressure leak? And 
where? 

Mission Control delayed the 
jettisoning of the lunar lander 
for two hours while the crew 
— astronauts. David Scott. 
Alfred Worden and James 
Invin — performed checks. 
When no leak was discovered 
in the command ship, the 
Falcon was finally dropped 
away at 6:05 p.m. PDT. 

But Falcon did not move 
out of the way as it should 
have. Command pilot Scott 
was about to fire his own 
manoeuvring jets when he 
called down to earth: 

“She * about 150 feet dead 
ahead.” For reasons not yet 
determined the lunar craft 
was still sitting there in the 
sun in front of them. 

Scott informed Mission Con¬ 
trol. and officials there 
quickly radioed back: “Hold 
the bum. Dave.” 

They then readjusted the 
jet firings and Endeavour 
itself was manoeuvred care¬ 
fully away from • Falcon, 
which crashed into the moon 
at 8:04 p.m. 

The sudden discrepancy m 
pressure reading that delayed 
Falcon’s jettison was remini¬ 
scent of a Soviet tragedy, the 
loss of three cosmonauts 
aboard Soyuz 11 June 30. 
They were killed when there 
was a sudden pressure drop 
in their spaceship during re¬ 
entry’. 

Mission Control in com¬ 
menting on the problem said 
the astronauts were in no 
danger. 

If there were a leak. th$ 
astronauts had two alterna¬ 
tives'. They could have re-

Taiwan Accepts 
New U.S. Policy 


\\ ASHINGTON More 
than 20 years of American 
opposition to a United Nations 
seat for Communist China 
ended Monday with State 
Secretary William Rogers’ 
announcement that the United 
States will support UN mem¬ 
bership for Peking. 

However, part.,of the new 
policy will be an American 
fight against expelling the 
Nationalist Chinese govern¬ 
ment based on Taiwan from 
the world body. 

After outlining the reasons 
he said dictated a change in 
policy dating to the 1949 
Communist takeover of the 
mainland. Rogers told a news 
conference: 

“TT)e United States accord¬ 
ingly will support action at 
the General Assembly this 
fall calling for seating the 
People’s Republic of Com¬ 
munist China. At the same 
time the United States will 
oppose any action to expel the 
Republic of Nationalist China 
or otherwise deprive it of 
representation in the United 
Nations.” 

In his statement and in 
answering questions later, the 
secretary emphasized t li e 
Nixon administration belief 
that the interests of world 
peace wig best be served by 
UN membership for Peking 
as well as Taiwan. 

The Nationalist govern¬ 
ment, which Rogers said was 
fully consulted along with 
other interested countries be¬ 
fore his announcement, indi¬ 
cated it accepts the new U.S. 
policy and will fight for both 
its General Assembly seat 
and its membership on the 
Security Council. 

The Taiwan foreign minis¬ 
try. while not directly 
addressing Rogers' statement, 
said it would base its claim 
on the UN charter, which 
among other things specific¬ 
ally names the Republic of 
Oiina as the representative in 
the General Assembly and 
Security Council. 

The Republic of China is 
the official name of the 
Nationalist government 

This is a turnabout in 
Taiwan’s position, which pre¬ 
viously was that the National¬ 
ists would not accept any sort 
of two-China UN policy, a 
stand also taken by Peking. 

The mainland government 
was not consulted in advance.

MORIOKA, Japan (UPD - An air self- 
defence force flight instructor’s navigational 
error wfts blamed Monday for the mid-air 
collision Friday that killed 162 persons in the 
worst aviation disaster in history, police said. 

Police said Capt. Temrotstl Kuma errone¬ 
ously led himself and a pilot trainee in 
another plane to fly too close to a 
commercial air route. 

The trainee’s F86 jet fighter collided with 
the Doting 727 All Nippon Airways jet, killing 
all aboard the passenger plane. The fighter 
pilot, Sgt. 2-C Yoshlmi Ichikawa, bailed out 
•afely. 

Police said Kumt Monday retracted an 
earlier statement and admitted hi* error 


Kuma told police he and Ichikawa were 
flying in formation and lie was unaware of 
the airliner's course until a few seconds 
before the collision. Kuma said he was flying 
about 1.2 miles ahead of Ichikawa, police 
said. 

Kuma said when he saw- the commercial 
plane behind Ichikawa's F86. he banked 
sharply to the right and pulled up. He said he 
had instructed Ichikawa to do the same, but 
it was too late for the trainee to carry out 
the emergency procedure, police said.

Donald (Deke) Slay¬ 
ton, chief astronaut, radioed 
that he wanted the two men 
who had spent the last three 
days on the moon. Scott and 
Irwin, to take sleeping pills 
"so you can really power 
down for the night." 

They entered a sleep 
period, but did not report 
whether they had taken the 
sedatives.

Endeavour," Scott 
said. "It's nice to be aboard 
again." 

The docking, at 12:10 p.m. 
PDT, also was televised 
Earthward by Worden's color 
television camera in En¬ 
deavour. 

Barely two hours before, 
Worden had radioed from 
orbit around the moon to the 
little Falcon on the lunar 
plain: "All right, Falcon, I 
have you in view." 

Them, at 10:11 a.m.. came 
the end of Falcon's 67 hours 
on the moon, 19 of which 
were used by Scott and Irwin 
to prowl the lunar surface by 
foot and by motor car. 

The three astronauts were 
reunited for the first time in 
three days, their two craft 
docked nose to nose. 

For two more days they 
will orbit the moon, conduct 
ing photographic and other 
experiments frotn some 60 
miles above the lunar sur¬ 
face. They will fire their 
engines again to head back to 
Earth and a 1:46 p.m. splash¬ 
down Saturday in the Pacific. 

The liftoff from the moon, 
where Scott and Irwin 
roamed mountain, canyon and 
crater gathering rock 
samples, was nearly flawless. 

Mission Control had radioed 
them: "I assume you have 
taken your explorer hats off 


and put on your pilot hats." 

Scott radioed back: "Yes 
sir. Sure have. Ready to do 
some flying.” 

The TV view of the blastoff 
was all over in a turn of a 
head, the Faloon’s ascent 
engine igniting and breaking 
away from the spindly-legged 
descent stage that acted as 
its lunar launch pad. 

From the Falcon itself 
blared the United States Air 
Force anthem: "Off we go. 
into the wild blue yonder," 
taped and broadcast by the 
two air force officers inside. 

Their third outing on the 
moon took four hours and 45 
minutes, and added three 
miles to make a total of 17 
covered in the moon buggy 
Rover. That trusty little 
vehicle was left behind, its 
last duty to serve as a mount 
for the color television 
camera that beamed to Earth 
the spectacle of Falcon’s 
blastoff. 

Their last expedition took 
them to the rim of the 1,200- 
foot-deep Hadley Rille, a mile¬ 
wide canyon, and for two 
hours they dared its very 
edge, bounding on foot to a 
sloping terrace formed above 
the precipice. 

There they collected rocks 
and fragments that could 
betray how the canyon was 
formed, whether by lava flow 
or by some other process not 
yet determined.

Skin Planing Touchy

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I 

would like to remove a large 
tattoo from my chest. Your 
mention of dermabrasion 
prompts my inquiry. Could 
this technique for removing 
superficial skin blemishes be 
used for a tattoo? Will you 
outline various methods for 
removing a large tattoo? — 
B.C.R. 

First let's qualify your 
mention of dermabrasion as 
being for "superficial skin 
blemishes." It is too intricate 
a process to use for super¬ 
ficial things like pimples or 
the like. 

Dermabrasion (also called 
skin-planing) entails the re¬ 
moval of outer layers of the 
skin, but leaving the deejier 
layers from which new skin 
will grow. 


It is a procedure of pre¬ 
cision: rotary steel brushes or 
comparable instruments are 
used to remove as much of 
the surface as can be spared 
without destroying the neces¬ 
sary layers below. 

It has to be done under 
anesthesia, and under aseptic 
(completely sterile) con¬ 
ditions, else the raw surface 
would pick up all sorts of 
infections. 

It has to be done in a 
hospital — or, for small skin 
areas, under conditions com¬ 
parable to those of a hospital 
operating room. And after 
that, bandaging will be re¬ 
quired for periods on the 
order of two or three weeks, 
until the new skin surface is 
safely established. 


In short, dermabrasion isn't 
a simple little process that 
you can have done in a fre« 
afternoon. 

Dermabrasion, however, is 
being used to remove tattoos, 
but since a tattoo Involves 
coloring matter that has been 
driven into the skin, the depth 
of penetration has a bearing 
on how fully the tattoo can be 
eradicated. I have seen cases 
of complete removal, but am 
not willing to say all cases 
can be that successful.

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A Challenge to Humanity 


A GENTLEMAN WHO HAS BEEN DOING 
what he can to help alcoholics. William 
Ogston, is now attempting to expand his 
humanitarian endeavor to include narcotics ad¬ 
dicts. He is trying to raise money to buy a 
property in Victoria with the idea of adding to the 
facilities he already operates for the assistance of 
those who ask for it, but he complains of public 
indifference. 

Mr. Ogston is learning the facts of life, one of 
which is that the public is distrustful of such 
private enterprises and apathetic about the whole 
sad and increasingly shocking problem of addic¬ 
tion, whether it be alcohol or narcotics. He knows 
by now, it must be supposed, that When he comes 
to bat in this sort of game he has two strikes 
against him already. 

But perhaps more alarming than the average 
citizen’s lack of concern is the official attitude. 
Vancouver’s Chief Constable John Fisk admits his 
police force can do little to prevent the rapid 
increase in narcotics addiction. His officers can 
only help control the problem, he says. They 
cannot eliminate it or even reduce it. 

Chief Fisk says ”we must look to our 
sociologists and medical people and others in 
related Fields to take the kind of action neces¬ 
sary . . People like Mr. Ogston, for example? 

The chief constable’s suggestion is sound as 
far as it goes, but he might have added what he 
must surely believe, thaL the laws of the land as 
they exist are an inadequate deterrent to the 
trafficking in drugs. Right there lies the real 
problem in suppression. 

Chief Fisk says there were an estimated 500 
heroin addicts in Vancouver in 1950. Today there 
are probably 4,000. Some people close to the 
problem of suppression (or control, if that is the 
lamentable truth about society's effort) will claim 
the figure is at least twice that. 

They point out that the estimate of addiction 
can only be based on a wild sort of projection of 


figures of known users and the awful growth in 
their number. They maintain the public has been 
deceived because it only sees the tip of the iceberg. 
No one, they insist, is about to advertise his 
addiction, so the total must be ascertained from 
police records and whatever the medical profession 
cares to disclose. 

If there are 4,000 users in Vancouver and 
another .1,000 on Vancouver Island it is safe to say 
there are at least Five times that number in the 
nation. But it would not be unreasonable to suggest 
this is a conservative estimate; and some 
authorities will say It is totally unrealistic, with the 
rate of increase even larger than suspected. 

It has been reported that the LeDain 
commission on the use of drugs may have figures 
which, for some reason or another, it has not 
disclosed. 

Apathetic or not, the public is going to pay the 
bill for this ghastly habit, for except in a relatively 
few cases the user cannot find the money to 
support his need except through crime or the 
degradation of prostitution and revolting depravi¬ 
ties. Surely a more acceptable course would be a 
total effort at suppression and cure; with the 
reinforcement of police forces and a drastic 
amendment of the law to coincide with provision of 
specialized hospital care. 

Civilized communities should not measure the 
cost of these things in dollars, although it is 
inevitable it will enter into the calculation. Action 
must be determined by a realization of the extent 
of human misery already existing and by an 
appreciation of the meaning of the predictions for 
the future. 

To find the right answer the public must have 
all the facts and figures available. It would be 
nothing short of criminal to suppress them, for by 
such dereliction of duty authority would be 
abetting the most sordid of all „the world’s 
nefarious trades. 


Litter Every Foot 


/"ANE OF THE MORE interesting projects under 
the federal Opportunities for Youth program 
this sumnfer — and it could even be useful — has 
been a coast-to-coast study of litter by three 
Dalhousie University students. With a $3,500 grant 
to support them, they have collected, sorted and 
counted pieces of litter along highways in all ten 
provinces. They report that Prince Edward Island 
is the least littered province, and Alberta the most 
littered. 

Since waste is often considered the mark of 
affluence, it is somewhat surprising (though 
pleasantly so) that the students rank British 
Columbia fourth cleanest among the provinces. But 
there is another apparent anomaly. British 
Columbia, which has been a leader in insisting on 
bottles being returnable, has more empty bottles 
per mile of highway than any other province, 
according to their sampling. Perhaps this indeed 
is symbolic of affluence, since the "worse" prov¬ 


inces must throw away cheaper junk In greater 
volume. (Broken glass and cigarette packages, in 
that order, are the most common forms of litter.) 

The national average, the students say, is 
4,720 pieces of litter a mile, or a piece every 13 
inches. 

The answer to the problem, as they see it, is 
anti-litter education. But education won’t clean up 
the mess over any short term. The finding of a 
piece of litter every foot or so gives realism to a 
suggestion by British Columbia’s diamond-in-the- 
rough Ben Ginter that litter-collection (together 
with recycling and a tax on throW-away products) 
would provide needed work for non-sklfled labor 
and in the summer, for students. Perhaps next 
summer's Opportunities for Youth program, if 
there is one, could include roadside clean-up jobs 
which would give the taxpaying pujjlic more for its 
money than some of the projects in what The 
(Vancouver) Sun calls “this summer’s catas¬ 
trophe.”

Vietnam 
put an end to this dream. 

Professor Kissinger’s "new 
realism" takes these facts 
into account. Mettemich’s his¬ 
torian knows the dangers of 
wishful blinking. He under¬ 
stands that the objective laws 
of power apply to the first 
slate in the world. A risk 
henceforth will be taken only 
m the service of tangible 
interests. Furthermore the 
paramount power shell never 
permit the secood to crush 
the third. On the contrary: 
there exists a solidarity be¬ 
tween the champion and the 
challenger’s direct rival. 
Knowing these thoughts one 
could foresee that Washington 
and Peking would meet one 
day. not to become friends but 
to give a practical expression 
to their common interests.

Many will speak of Wash¬ 
ington's perfidy, the same 


reproach that wss leveled 
against Britain In the 19th 
century. These complaints 
are morally justified. One 
should nevertheless not forget 
that superpowers hive laws 
of their own, different from 
those governing nations whote 
decisions have no world-wide 
repercussion*. 


Instead of complaining it 
would hence be more reason¬ 
able to draw conclusions from 
Free China's tragedy. The 
small countries do not count 
when the interests of the big 
are at stake. Pledget and 
promises are usually worth¬ 
less. In the epoch of mass- 
destruction weapons each one 
Is for himself. Only genu¬ 
ine powers survive. 

This is the lesson given to a 
Europe which lives in a 
danger zone. It can only be 
secure if it is united, and 
hence strong enough to plan 
its own policy. If it stays as it 
is it *111 suffer one day the 
same tragic fate as 
America’s friends on Taiwan.

“It can be said that this 
demand for evacuation is 
even stronger than the call 
for restoration of relations 
between the Chinese and 
American people.” 

China’s minimum c.o n d i- 
tions, he revealed, were the 
evacuation of all American 
troops not only from Vietnam 
but from all of Indochina, and 
not only troops but all per¬ 
sonnel and military installa¬ 
tions. 

This will mean, among 
other things, an end to 
Central Intelligence Agency 
activities with the Meo tribes¬ 
men in Laos and to American 
air support, whether fixed 
wing or helicopter, for all 
Vietnamese, Cambodian and 
I^aotian forces. The bombs 
will stop falling on the Ho Chi 
Minh trail.

Chou did not suggest what 
concessions might be offered 
in return, though presumably 
the United States could not 
bargain for less than the 
withdrawal of all North Viet¬ 
namese forces from South 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos. 

Assuming that Nixon does 
not intend to go to Peking 
before the South Vietnamese 
presidential elections in Octo¬ 
ber, and therefore in effect 
pull the rug out from under 
the government of South 
Vietnam, a settlement on the 
above lines might have some 
chance of success. 

Since nobody in the past 
has taken the slightest note of 
solemnly sworn agreements, 
however, it will certainly be 
greeted with some scepticism.

Already the seven-point 
peace proposal presented by 
Madame Binh in Paris on 
July 1, and which Peking 
supports, has been interpreted 
to mean not only the with¬ 
drawal of American forces 
but of all effective U.S. aid to 
Siagon, Phnom Penh and 
Vientiane. 

China may be prepared to 
suspend its military assist¬ 
ance to North Vietnam if the 
United States agrees to these 
terms, but the angry growl 
with which Hanoi greeted the 
news of Nixon's impending 
visit to Peking does not 
necessarily mean that its own 
aid to insurgent forces in 
Laos, Cambodia and South 
Vietnam would be cut off at 
the same time. 

Peking has been at pains 
since to make clear that it 
has no intention of abandon¬ 
ing its support for North 
Vietnam. Its denunciation of 
U.S. “imperialism” has been 
as vigorous as ever.

We Need a Jolly Good War!

Why are we in such trouble today? Because modem-arms 
technology has made war unthinkable, thereby depriving us 
of our only hope for a stable, moral, rational and (above all) 
happy society. 

By war, I don’t mean brush-fires like Korea and Vietnam 
and certainly not those tribal dust-ups In Biafra and 
Pakistan. I am talking about a world war, a geopolitical 
struggle between modern industrial states or coalitions of 
modem industrial states. Total war, as it came to be called 
when the Axis and the Allies were hard at it last time. 

During the Second World War. everything was on the 
upbeat. Our literature, films, plays, radio broadcasts, even 
the newspapers, had a strong inspirational flavor. Remember 
Mrs. Miniver? Was there a dry eye in the house when Walter 
Pidgeon set sail in his little boat to take the boys off the 
beach at Dunkirk? Didn't every heart swell with pride and 
determination when Henry Wilcoxon delivered his "people's 
war” sermon from the bombed-out church in the picture's 
climactic scene? 

★ ★ ★ 

Were the British ever as popular in all their centuries of 
history as when the Luftwaffe was doing its damndest to blitz 
them out of existence? Even the most diehard anti-British 
Americans finally got to love them. And after June 1941, 
everybody got to love the Russians. Remember? 

We. truly, were the lover generation. We loved our armed 
forces and cherished the civilian leaders — Churchill, 
Rooeevelt, Chiang Kai-chek, Stalin, de Gaulle even 
Mackenzie King — who planned the grand strategy of victory. 
You didn’t have to be In uniform to partake of the nation’s 
respect and affection; a job in a war plant would do, or even 
a PR berth with one of the new government agencies that 
sprang into existence. 


Hitchhikers were picked up without question; if in 
uniform, they were practically adopted. The same young guys 
that had been chased off freight trains by the railroad bulls a 
few years earlier suddenly found themselves wanted, needed, 
looked up to. listened to. 

★ ★ * 

Labor and industry buried the hatchet. Joint union- 
management committees became the rage. Practically every 
day the tollers were entertained in the plant cafeteria and 
treated to inspirational speeches by war heroes brought home 
on leave for the purpose. 

Food, though rationed, was plentiful enough; and for the 
first time everybody was eating regularly because everybody 
was working. Liquor was rationed, but there was a lot of it 
around and almost any excuse was good enough to hold a 
party. In fact, for a good many Canadians, certainly those in 
uniform, there was a blast every night for the whole five and 
one-half years of the war. 

No generation gap, of course, because the young were 
useful; after all, they did all the fighting. So no matter what 
wild kind of trouble they got into the adults only smiled 
Indulgently. Kids mattered. What a time it was to be young! 

it it It 

Sex was rampant, yes; but it was good clean 
participatory sex, not the voyeuristic stuff that’s around now. 
People didn’t look at it or talk about it, or drool about it; 
they did it. 

Well, you know what’s happening today — the same sort 
of thing that happened before the war. Everybody just 
miserable. And this time it looks to be permanent; it seems 

have had our last good war, so there’s no future for us. 
We’ll just squabble and confront and hate ourselves into 
oblivion. 


The imponderable in any 
U.S.-China deal is what effect 
it will have on South Viet¬ 
nam's capacity to go it alone. 
Nobody knows whether Viet- 
namization has really worked, 
or whether urban and rural 
support cannot be activated 
for the National Liberation 
Front at any time. 

Some of the indicators, 
including the defector rate 
and the falling off in intelli¬ 
gence, suggest that the pedple 
are more inclined than ever 
to sit on the fence.

Since Nixon took office the 
United States has been offer¬ 
ing South Vietnam nothing 
more than a chance to 
survive. Many American 
officials saw a survival of a 
couple at years after the 
American withdrawal as 
some sort of “victory.” 

It will most certainly be 
seen as a ‘‘victory” for Nixon 
when he goes to the polls next 
year If the fighting has 
stopped and South Vietnam is 
still not under communist 
rule. The Chinese are not 
alone in looking towards the 
settlement of the Vietnam 
war as a priority task. 

What seems to be much 
farther off than many people 
believe, however, is the estab¬ 
lishment of formal diplomatic 
relations between Peking and 
Washington. 

When he told the American 
students that the withdrawal 
of American forces from 
Indochina took precedence 
over any discussion on diplo¬ 
matic relations, Chou also 
spelled out quite precisely 
that China intends to drive 
the hardest of bargains over 
Taiwan. 

He not only wants the 
recognition of the People’s 


Republic of China as the sole 
legal government* of the 
Chinese people, but also de¬ 
mands : 

• That the United States 
should recognize the existence 
of Taiwan as a province of 
China in which it has no right 
to interfere; 

• That the United States 
must withdraw its troops 
from Taiwan and the Taiwan 
Straits; 

• That the United States 
must abrogate its treaty with 
Taiwan. 

“This is our position, and 
we stand by our position." 
said Chou. "Our position will 
not change." 

Non-acceptance of its seat 
in the United Nations will be 
one of the levers China will 
use to apply pressure on 
Washington. It will not settle 
for “two Chinas," or “on# 
China, one Taiwan,” or any 
other similar solution.

"Economically and financi¬ 
ally,” he tells his people, "we 
are not viable."

Higher shipments and 
better prices improved the 
second quarter performance 
of B.C. Forest Products Ltd., 
but not enough for company 
directors to declare the usual 
dividend normally due Aug. 1. 

B.C. Forest, which operates 
among other things a sawmill 
and plywood mill on Gorge 
Road, and a pulp and paper 
mill at Crofton, showed net 
sales of $63 million in the first 
half of the year, up from $61.8 
million in the first half of 
1970. 

Net earnings for the period 
were $2.2 million or 51 cents 
per common share compared 
with $1.9 million or 42 cents 
per share. 

Although higher, company 
president Ian Barclay termed 
first-half earnings “unsatis¬ 
factory" in announcing the 
decision to pass on the 
dividend. The regular dividend 
of 75 cents to holders of 
preferred shares will be paid 
as usual. 

However, there are some 
brighter days ahead for the 
Island operations. Victoria 
sawmill manager Walter 
Nelson said Monday that 
slightly more than 1.000 per¬ 
sons were employed here 
despite the fact that the Point 
Ellice sawmill is closed due 
to the weak export market. 

The 130 workers laid off 


last February have been 
reassigned to the plywood and 
sawmill operations on Gorge. 
Eighteen left the company 
and another eight have joined 
the new Maokenzie operation 
near Prince George that will 
open in mid-September. 

An improvement in the 
export picture will see the 
Point Ellice operation back in 
the picture before the pnd of 
the year, Nelson predicted. 

More than 1,000 are working 
at Crofton again. The pulp 
mill is back in operation after 
a shutdown due to oversupplv 
and a subsequent boiler ex¬ 
plosion.

Macintyre said a girl stood 
screaming and waving her 
arms in front of the car while 
Cummins “climbed in to the 
car on top of the driver, 
shouting, swearing and 
waving a Bible in one hand. ' 

‘Souls Safe' 

He said the people in. the 
car pleaded to be allowed to 
go and the driver eventually 
worked loose . and called 
police. Before Cummins was 
subdued in a struggle, said 
Macintyre, he was seen by 
police instructing an Alsatian 
dog to "attack" and "kill." 

Cummins told the judge be 
and the girl "felt those 
people's souls were on the 
way to destruction and we 
wanted to stop them, tell 
them." 

He added "I believe the 
people that know Jesus 
Christ, their souls are not on 
the way to destruction. Their 
souls are safe. I know if they 
(those in the car) had found 
that way, I was hoping they 
would be there with me. 
trying to tell others.” 

Ostler remanded Cummins 
to today for sentence and 
asked for a doctor's report. 
He did this after telling 
Cummins: 

“You see. any cause, no 
matter how worthy or how 
much one believes in it, does 
not justify breaking the law 
or disturbing other persons in 
this way."

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Un-Agency 
Workers Aid 
By Listening

Victoria’s new crisis telephone line, Need, 
handled 900 calls in its first 80 days of operation, 
co-ordinator David Stewart said Friday. 


Stewart told a meeting of 
Victoria Parents without 
Partners Group that most 
callers were between the ages 
of 22 and 60 with high 
concentrations in the age 
groups 40 to 60, and 22 to 30. 

Teenagers and young people 
have been skeptical of the 
service, officially called the 
Crisis Intervention and Public 
Information Service of 
Greater Victoria. He said he 
felt this was because people 
of that age were generally 
suspicious of anything that 
smacked of “structure’' or 
“social agencies." 

“We call ourselves an un¬ 
agency," he said, adding he 
felt they differed from other 
social agencies in that they 
were available 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, and 
allowed anonymity if the 
caller wished. 

About 40 per cent of their 
clients have identified them¬ 
selves and have been referred 
to other social agencies, 
Stewart said. Sometimes 
crisis line volunteers have 
made the contact for clients 
who were nervous about 
approaching social workers. 

The crisis line serves as “a 
point of human contact for 
anybody who needs it," he 
said. 

He explained that people 
have five different types of 


A total of 70 volunteers a 
week man the telephones at 
the centre, each for about 
four hours. They work in 
pairs and always havs a list 
of phone numbers they may 
call for help or advice if they 
need it. 

Volunteers are carefully 
screened and trained before 
they begin work, then receive 
on-the-job training with 
supervisors listening to their 
conversations. 

In-service training pro¬ 
grams are also held monthly 
for all volunteers, who range 
in age from 18 to 65. 

During the summer stu¬ 
dents being paid from an 
Opportunities for Youth grant 
are manning the phones from 
midnight to 8 a.m. 

The grant is also paying 
other expenses for the crisis 
line but after September its 
sole source of income will be 
private donations.

“Once a woman begins 
volunteer work, we have to 
emphasize to her that the 
hospital staff suffers if she 
doesn't show up for work 
regularly." 

Absenteeism is one of the 
major problems facing direc¬ 
tors of volunteers. 

“I know they try desper¬ 
ately to get here and they 
always have good excuses,” 
Mrs. McBride said with a 
smile, “but that doesn’t help 
when the coffee shop is 
scheduled to open at 9:30 and 
two volunteers call in at 9 to 
say they can’t make it.” 

At present there are 157 
volunteers, Including two 
men, on the roll at the 
institute. Many of them are

teenagers who couldn’t 
paying jobs. 

Year-round adult volunteers 
are expected to work one-half 
day a week but the teenagers 
put in two full days. 

Most of the Institute's 
patients are mobile and 
undergoing Intensive physio- 
therapy or occupational 
therapy.

Wage Laws In One Act 


Satin dnUmtst. Victoria, B.C, Tuesday, August 3, 1971 


Minimum wage laws for 
males and females in B.C. 
will likely be combined into 
one act quite soon. Labor 
Minister James Cliabot said 
Monday. 

Chabot made the prediction 
as he met with representa¬ 
tives from Victoria Voice of 
Women, Victoria Women’s 
Caucus and Thomas More 
Centre. 

Already, he said, wages are 


comparable for both sexes in 
B.C. and although the men 
and women are listed under 
separate acts, there are not 
separate standards. Linda 
Sproule-Jones, one of VOW 
representatives, alleged, how¬ 
ever, that more categories of 
women were excluded from 
the laws than categories of 
men. 

The women. Mrs. Sproule- 
Jones, Kathleen Ruff, also 


from VOW, Fiona Gow from 
the Women’s Caucus, and 
Mary-Jo Dixon from the 
Thomas More Centre, met 
with Chabot in his office for 
about 50 minutes to discuss 
the Sandringham hospital 
strike situation and other 
problems of women in the 
labor force. 

The four women, said after 
the meeting they were ex- 
tremely disappointed . . . 
appalled ... flabbergasted” 
by the meeting and by 
Qiabot’s attitude 

"He showed no understand¬ 
ing of the human element 
involved and no sympathy to 
the problems of working 
women,” sadd Mrs Ruff. 

Chabot had reiterated his 
stand that he has no authority 
to intervene in the strike of 28 
nurses’ aides at Sandringham 
private hospital at 1650 Fort 

As well, he said, he did not 
believe in compulsion and 
what the women wanted him 
to do was force the owners to 
sign a contract. 

.■* He would, he said, ask. 
Health Minister Ralph Lnff- 
mark to investigate recent 
charges of mismanagement 
and inefficiency at the hospi¬ 
tal 

During the meeting, Mrs 
Ruff said the Sandringham 
strike was an example to all 
the women of B.C. who were 
providing a “cheap lAbor 
supply” not to try to organize 
to improve their lot, not in 
have hope they could better 
their condition. It was obvious 
they could not, she said, 
because the government 
would not support them 
against the employers. 

After the meeting, Chabot 
said he had found’it "produc¬ 
tive.” 

' Any exchange of ideas is 
always productive.'' he said.

Every time I accept an invitation to 
a cook tad party or attend a reception, 
aoma stranger with a gleam in his eye 
backs me into a corner and proceeds to 
pick my brains. 

”TeU me, Mr. Chestnut," lie says, 
"I’ve been wanting to ask you Btis for a 
long time: which is best for your lawn 
• to order a load of top dressing or to 
buy a bag of fertilizer?” 

This, to me, is like asking which is 
the more important factor in sustaining 
human life, air or food. Both are 
needed, they fill two entirely different 
needs and neither one is much good 
without the other. And so it is with 
fertilizer and top dressing. 

Chemical fertilizer is the chewiest, 
easiest and most convenient way to 
supply your lawn grasses with food but 
because it is concentrated and lacks 
physical bulk, It doesn't do a thing to 
Improve the soil texture. 

Bulky top dressing, on the other 
hand, is nothing like as rich In plant 
food, hpt because of its sheer liulk. it 
creates a soil texture congenial to Ibe 
mots, and thiB Is juit as important as 
food. 

AAA 

Top dressing should lie used in 
addition to chemical fertilizer, not as an 
altamtlve. As I have so often said, each 
complements the other and they go 
together like ham and eggs. 


We have a fairly wide ohoice of 
materials for top dressing the lawn. 
Really first class loam topsoil is good. 
Very old rotted manure, so well 
decomjiosed as to be almost unrecog¬ 
nizable as manure, is grand stuff for 
this job, or you can use a mixture of 
topsoil and manure. 

A lot of folks worry alxiut weed 
seeds in manure or topsoil and chances 
are you will get quite a flush of weeds 
after spreading the stuff but I wouldn’t 
lose too much sleep over this. 

On an established lawn, weeds are 
easy to control with selective chemical 
weedkillers and you should have no 
hesitation in using these preparations; 
2,4-D is not poisonous and is not a 
pollutant. 

* A A 

Other good hip drewxmg* are peat 
moss, fir bark, vermiculite, perlite and 
a calcined clay known as arollil* and 
sold under t|i* name of Turface. These 
are all excellent soil conditioners, all 
weed-free, but considerably more ex- 
lienstve than topsoil or manure. 

Under certain conditions, coarse 
sand is a good lop dressing for a lawn. 
If your lawn soil contains a high 
prn|jorUon of clay, horrid cracks will 
a|i|>ear in dry weather as the clay 
shrinks. There is no l»etler way to 


combat this tendency than to brush 
quantities of sand Into the oracks, 
spreading more of the same on the 
surface. 

JVttfi manure or topsoil, or a mixture 
of the two, It is !>est to buy It pulverized 
and sifted, or sift It yourself through a 
half-inch sieve. 

Sifted material is easier to spread 
(jvenly, and It works itself down nicely 
between the blades of grass. Besides, 
sifting takes out sticks and stones and 
this is becoming increasingly important 
in tills day of the rotary power mower. 

AAA 

While I am on the subject, I would 
like to re|ieat a warning issued by the 
Canada Safety Council: If you have 
small children, keep a careful eye open 
for their plastic toys left on the lawn. 

Of all accidents caused by foreign 
ohjeots thrown out hy power mowers, 
over half are from the jagged, shrapnel¬ 
like fragments of plastic toys lying 
unnoticed on the lawn. 

I don't think it matters 'Wmch what 
time of year a top dressing (supplied, 
although the drier the weather uW 
drier the material, the easier it is to 
spread it evenly. I have a slight 
preference for an autumn dressing, for 
we get periods in the fall when the soil 
freeze* l»y night and thaw* by day and 
this tends to work the dressing well 
down into the soil.

VANCOUVER The B.C. Medical Association 
will make one more appeal to the government for 
amendments to the laboratory licensing regulation 
"that has inflamed doctors. 

It was learned in Vancouver 
Monday that a committee of 
die BCMA has gone over the 
regulations to the Medical 
Services Act — adopted by 
the cabinet on June 24 — and 
proposes changes in almost 
every section. 

The committee was com¬ 
posed of pathologists, radiolo¬ 
gists. general practitioners, 
internists and neurologists - 
all specialists that heavily 
rely on pathology, x-ray and 
electrodiagnostic aids. 

The BCMA s proposals will 
be taken to Victoria as soon 
as an appointment can bo 
made with Provincial Secre¬ 
tary' Wesley Black, the minis¬ 
ter responsible for medicare, 
and the B.C. Medical Services 
Commission. 

Ten days ago. the BCMA 
asked doctors to boycott the 
regulations that require all 
medical laboratories to be 
licenced by tiie government 
before they can qualify for 
medicare payments. The 
regulations also state that any 
doctor must send a patient 
requiring a test or x-ray to a 
hospital instead of a privately- 
owned medical laboratory 
w henever possible. 

The regulations say applica¬ 
tions for licences — and any 
lab without a licence after Oct. 

I may not collect under 
medicare— must be in 60 
days before that deadline 


That means the deadline for 
applications was Sunday. 

There was no word on how 
many applications have been 
forwarded to the Medical 
Services Commission in Vic¬ 
toria. However, it is under¬ 
stood that most hospitals sent 
in the material the govern¬ 
ment wanted. 

A private medical labora¬ 
tory in Vancouver also had its 
application in the mail before 
the BCMA suggested the 
boycott. Sources say it got a 
licence back from Victoria 
within three or four days. 

The BCMA objected to the 
laboratory licensing and util¬ 
ization regulations because it 
said there was no guarantee 
that it would provide a 
standard of care equal to or 
better than that already 
available. 

Instead, said the doctors, 
patients would be sent to 
hospitals that neither have 
the space nor staff to handle 
the workload normally done 
in private laboratories. 

The BCMA also said the 
regulations could be the first 
step toward the government 
licensing other specialties 
within the profession. The 
association pointed out that 
licensing by law has been a 
responsibility of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons as 
administrator of the B.C 
Medical Act.

WASHINGTON -More 
than 20 years of American 
opposition to a United Nations 
seat for Communist Oiina 
ended Monday with State 
Secretary William Rogers* 
announcement that the United 
States will support UN mem¬ 
bership for Peking. 

However, part of the new 
policy will be an American 
fight against expelling the 
Nationalist Chinese govern¬ 
ment based on Taiwan from 
the world body. 

After outlining tiie reasons 
he said dictated a change in 
policy dating to the 1949 
Communist takeover of the 
mainland. Rogers told a news 
conference: 

"Tiie United States accord¬ 
ingly will support action at 
the General Assembly this 
fall calling for seating the 
People’s Republic of Com¬ 
munist China. At the same 
time the United States will 
oppose any action to ex|>el the 
Republic of Nationalist China 
or otherwise deprive it of 
representation in the United 
Nations.” 

In his statement and ill 
answering questions later, the 
secretary emphasized t h e 
Nixon administration belief 
that tiie interests of world 
peace will best be served b> 
UN membership for Peking 
as well as Taiwan. 

The Nationalist govern¬ 
ment, which Rogers said was 
fully > consulted along with 
other interested countries l>e- 
fore his announcement, indi¬ 
cated it accepts the new U.S. 
policy and will fight fur both 
its General Assembly seat 
and its membership on the 
Security Council. 

The Taiwan foreign minis¬ 
try. vv’h i 1 e not directly 
addressing Rogers’ statement, 
said it would base its claim 
on the UN charter, which 
among other things specific¬ 
ally names lhe Republic oi 
China as the representative in 
tiie General Assembly and 
Security Council.

HOUSTON (AP)—The 
Apcllo 15 astronauts 
rocketed off the moon 
Monday with bags full 
of lunar secrets, linking 
up with their mothership 
in orbit around the moon 
for the first step home, 
but they ran into tem¬ 
porary trouble. 

On the verge of jettisoning 
their faithful lunar lander 
Falcon, the same craft that 
had carried them to the moon 
and back again, an odd 
pressure reading was noted 
between the chambers of the 
spacecraft. 

It posed the question, was 
there a pressure leak? And 
where? 

Mission Control delayed tiie 
jettisoning of the lunar lander 
for two hours while the crew 
— astronauts. David Scott. 
Alfred Worden and James 
Irwin — jverformed checks. 
When no leak was discovered 
in the command ship, the 
Falcon was finally dropped 
away at 6:03 p.m. PDT. 

But Falcon did no move 
out of tiie way as it should 
have. Command pilot Scott 
was about to fire his own 
manoeuvring jets when he 
called down to earth: 

" "She's about 130 feet dead 
ahead.” For reasons not yet 
determined the lunar craft 
was still sitting there in the 
sun in front of them. 

Scott informed Mission Con¬ 
trol. and officials there 
quickly radioed back: ‘‘Hold 
the bum. Dave." 

They then readjusted the 
jet firings and Endeavour 
itself was manoeuvred care¬ 
fully away from Falcon, 
which crashed into the moon 
at 8:04 p.m. 

The sudden discrepancy in 
pressure reading that delayed 
Falcon s jettison was remini¬ 
scent of a Soviet tragedy, the 
low of three cosmonauts 
aboard Soyuz 11 June 30. 
They were killed when there 
was a sudden pressure drop 
in their spaceship during re¬ 
entry. 

Mission Control in com¬ 
menting on the problem said 
the astronauts were in no 
danger. 

If there were a leak, the 
astronauts had two alterna¬ 
tives. They could have re-

No serum was available in 
Quebec but Royal Victoria 
Hospital authorities in Mont¬ 
real located some at the 
Connaught laboratory in 
Toronto. By early Sunday it 
was on its way to Laval in a 
Canadian Armed Forces air¬ 
craft.

Crash Error Admitted 
By Flight Instructor 


MORIOKA. Japan «UPI> — An air self- 
defence force flight instructor’s navigational 
error was blamed Monday for tiie. ijiid-air 
collision Friday that killed 102 persons in the 
worst aviation disaster in history, police said. 

Police said Capt. Tamotsu Kuma errone¬ 
ously led himself and a pilot trainee in 
another plane to fly too close to a 
commercial air route. 

The trainee s F86 jet fighter collided with 
the Boeing 727 All-Nippon Airways jet, killing 
all aboard the passenger plane. The fighter 
pilot, Sgt. 2-C Yoshimi Ichikawa, bailed out 
safely. 

Police said Kuma Monday retracted an 
earlier statement and admitted his error 


Kuma told police he .anti Ichikawa vjgre 
flying in formation and he was unaware of 
the airliner's course until a lew seconds 
before the collision. Kuma said he was flying 
alxjut 1.2 miles ahead of Ichikawa, police 
said. 

Kuma said when he saw the commercial 
plane behind Ichikawa's F86. he hanked 
sharply to the right and pulled up. He said he 
had instructed Ichikawa to do tiie game, but 
it was too late for the trainee to carry out 
the emergency procedure, police said. 

In Tokyo, Prime Minister Eisaku Sato 
ordered a review of the existing aviation 
control system and promised compensation to 
the families of the victims. . .

PARKSVILLE — An explosion 
and fire on a 21-foot pleasure boat 
sent a man to hospital suffering from 
bums and shock, following a boating 
accident just off Parksville at the 
weekend. 

Len Porcella of Ladysmith was 
the lone occupant of the cruiser when 
the accident occurred, it was reported. 

Prompt action of a sport fisher¬ 
man angling in the area resulted in 
the rescue of the injured man within 
a few minutes of the mishap. 

At the same time, the Parksville 
volunteer fire department arrived at 
French Creek boat harbor with the 
inhalator and first-aid equipment. 

Following emergency treatment at 
the dock, Porcella, 37, was taken to 
Nanaimo Regional Hospital. Late 
Monday, hospital officials reported 
Porcella was in satisfactory condition 
with first-and-second-degree bums. 


Officials reported the sea rescue 
was carried out by Bill Norman, ad¬ 
dress unknown. 

Although the cruiser was some 
distance out from Parksville, the spec¬ 
tacular blaze was clearly visible as 
the boat burned to the waterline and 
appeared to sink. 

The doomed vessel was surround¬ 
ed by assorted craft which had come 
to offer aid. 

A number of attempts was made 
to tow the flaming boat to shore, but 
all proved unsuccessful. 

Parksville beach was thronged 
with spectators, many of them 
vacationers and weekend visitors, 
who watched with horrified fascin¬ 
ation as columns of black smoke rose 
from the boat, which had burst into 
flames in seconds. 

The sea was calm, which made the 
rescue less difficult than it could 
have been.

NANAIMO — MLA Frank 
Ney has requested Highways 
Minister Wesley Black to put 
jumbo ferries on the Nanaimo 
Horseshoe Bay run. 

Ney said the increased 
capacity is necessary because 
of record traffic this year and 
consistent summer overloads, 
even during the week. 

A jumboized ferry has a 
capacity of about 200 cai-s 
where the ordinary ferries on 
the Nanaimo run now take an 
average of 130 cars. Ney 
estimated it costs about $2 
million to jumboize a ferry. 

There are two jumbos on 
the Tsawwassen-Swartz Bay 
run, and three ordinary size. 
Four ferries make the run 


between Nanaimo and Horse¬ 
shoe Bay. 

Ney said ferry traffic is 
increasing by about 10 per 
cent per year. 

There are nightly lineups 
for the ferries leaving 
Nanaimo, and Fridays and 
Sundays many tourists have 
longer than the normal two 
liour- wait when they miss a 
ferry. 

Another point to be con¬ 
sidered is that while more 
and more ferries are being 
stretched — jumboized — on 
the Swartz Bay-Tsawwassen 
run, the opposite has been 
true for the Nanaimo-Horse- 
shoe Bay link. 

But even with tlxe stretcii- 
i n g, the S wartz Bay- 
Tsawwassen route has had 
some dandy pileups of traffic 
this summer.

the primary agreement made 
netween the city and resi¬ 
dents of the area 15 years 
ago. when it was first being 
developed. 

Douglas said peonle in the 
subdivision have been sub¬ 
jected to "very high taxes" 
because ihey’ve entered into 
a number of local Improve¬ 
ment schemes when the city 
did not have the finances. He 
said he pays $2,038 a year in 
taxes for a three-bedroom 
Ixome with no basement. 


John Cook, a farmer aldetv 
man who was on council when 
Hawthorne Hill was being 
developed, said he has sym¬ 
pathy tor the residents who 
pay "tremendous taxes," but 
that he could not remember 
any written agreement.

It was the first time Aunt 
Katrinka had ever heard him 
cry. The strike sort of came 
in stages and while some 
supplies were still moving 
about Uncle Amos took to 
hiding behind lampposts and 
telephone poles and watching 
for wayward beer trucks. 

He threw himself in front of 
one crying: "Give me beer or 
death.” 

As it turned out. he got a 
mud-spattered face instead. 
The driver veered at the last 
moment and skidded through 
a puddle. 

When the strike ended 
Uncle Amos poured beer over 
his head and down the back 
of his neck and sprayed 
himself under the arms with 
it. Aunt Katrinka joined in the 
fun. She hit him over ihe 
head with an empty. 


Uncle amos has long since 
gone to the great beer garden 
in the %ky or elsewhere. 
But if he were around today 
he’d certainly understand the 
behavior of normally rational 
men caught in B.C.’s current 
strike-lockout situation. 

"It s pretty fantastic." 
weary liquor store clerk in 
Vancouver told the Colonist 
Saturday night. 

“We got about 540 cases in 
here today and do you know 
they were gone within the 
hour gone within the hour, 
that is." 

The severe shortage 
confined mostly to the Lower 
Mainland is the result of the 
strike by the Beverage Dis¬ 
pensers Union at Laba't 
Breweries and the lockout of 
Brewery and Soft Drink 
Workers at Molson Breweries 
in Greater Vancouver. 


The clerk stationed in a 
store at Granville and 70th, 
away from the core of the 
city said it is amazing to 
note how quickly the thirsty 
public learns of a beer 
delivery. 

"When there's a beer truck' 
anywhere in the area the 
word spreads like crazy." 

Victoria and Vancouver 
Island remain a sort of haven 
for the thirsty. With the 
Labatt Brewery plant operat¬ 
ing in Victoria under a 
separate contract, stores and 
hotels were for the most 
part — not feeling much 
effect. Stores were out of 
some brands, but not out of 
beer. 

Which meant that by Satur¬ 
day they were being visited 
by the most .desperate of the 
dry Mainlanders. 


This is certainly what Uncle 
Amos would have done. He 
wouldn't have even waited for 
a ferry.

The Sandringham Private 
Hospital strike took some 
interesting turns Saturday 
along the ground, into the air 
and smack through some 
healthy servings of straw¬ 
berries and ice cream 
The strike became airborne 
when the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees hired a 
plane to tow the large-lettered 
message "Settle Sandringham 
Strike" over the Social Credit 
Party picnic at Beacon Hill 
Park. 

Meanwhile, local unionists 
and others from out of town 
an estimated 50 stepped 
up picketing activity in front 
of the hospital at 1650 Fori 
They carried out what they 
called , a "changing of the 
guard" at regular intervals as 
small groups of pickets re¬ 
placed one another. This was 
necessary because of a recent 
court order limiting pickets to- 


no more than five at any one 
time 

The ground-level program 
spread to the Socred picnic 
where ihe party was celebrat¬ 
ing 19 years of government 
rule. 

After Premier Bennett and 
his wife cut a special birthday 
cake about six unionists ar¬ 
rived on the scene and began 
handing out a tabloid present¬ 
ing the union's side of the 
strike. 

In return, they were offered 
servings of strawberries and 
ice cream. 

"They accepted," a union 
spokesman said. "It was a 
fair exchange " 

He said a "sort of hush" 
fell over the party faithful as 
the plane buzzed past with the 
union's message. 

^The move was part of a 
stepped-up publicity campaign 
being waged by the union on 


behalf of the 28 women who 
ha\o been on strike against 
the hospital for 10 months in 
their fight for a first contract. 

Most were earning the $1.50 
an hour minimum wage and 
were seeking job security 

Labor has termed their 
struggle a "fight for social 
justice."

Apollo 15 astronauts 
rocketed off the moon 
Monday with bags full 
of lunar secrets, linking 
up with their mothership 
in orbit around the moon 
for the first step home, 
but they ran into tem- 
porai-y trouble. 

On the verge of jettisoning 
their faithful lunar lander 
Falcon, the same craft that 
had carried them to the moon 
and back again, an odd 
pressure reading was noted 
between the chambers of the 
spacecraft. 

It posed the question, was 
there a pressure leak? And 
where? 

Mission Control delayed the 
jettisoning of the lunar lander 
for two hours while the crew 
— astronauts. David Scott. 
Alfred Worden and James 
Irwin — performed checks. 
When no leak was discovered 
in the command ship, the 
Falcon was finally dropped 
away at 6:05 p.m. PDT. 

But Falcon did not move 
out of the way as it should 
have. Command pilot Scott 
was about to fire his own 
manoeuvring jets when he 
called down to earth: 

“She's about 150 feet dead 
ahead." For reasons not yet 
determined the lunar craft 
was still sitting there in the 
sun in front of them. 

Scott informed Mission Con¬ 
trol. and officials there 
quickly radioed back: “Hold 
the burn. Dave." 

They then readjusted the 
jet firings and Endeavour 
itself was manoeuvred care-\ 
fully away from Falcon, 
which crashed into the moon 
at 8:04 p.m. 

The sudden discrepancv in 
pressure, reading that delayed 
Falcon's jettison was remini¬ 
scent of a Soviet tragedy, the 
loss of three cosmonauts 
aboard Soyuz 11 June 30. 
They were killed when there

Premiers Will Avoid Charter

There will lie no bid by provincial premiers who begin 
two days of meetings here Thursday to revive the Victoria 
Charter. Premier Bennett indicated Monday. 

He was commenting on reports from sources in Eastern 
Otnada wivch said the premiere would discuss Hie Victoria 
Charter on the constitution, drawn up here in mid-June, and 
later vetoed by Quebec. 

Bennett, who as host will be conference chairman, 
indicated constitutional problems won't be on the agenda for 
the meetings which will continue behind closed doors through 
Friday. 

Like past meetings of premiers, Bennett added, the 
conference will deal with problems common to provincial 


governments across Canada, such as fiscal matters and 
environmental control. 

.t/ost of Ihe premiers are expected to arrive here 
Wednesday. Bennett will greet them officially on the steps of 
the legislature before the first dosed session begins at 10 
a.m. Thursday. 

Reporters will be allowed into the conference late Friday 
when the business has lieen completed to ask questions of the 
premiers. Bennett said no opening statements will be issued 
and no final communique issued at the conference's end. 

The Victoria Charter, which proves a formula for 
patriating Canada’s c institution from Westminster where it 
must now- be amended by the British Parliament, was given 
provisional approval by provincial * premiers and Prime 
Minister Trudeau here in June

Saturday afternoon I turned 
t«i Jim Brahan, a veteran 
reporter and seaman who 
knows a lot about the weather 
and I told him I could feel a 
thunderstorm coming — 
probably by Sunday 


He paid me no heed. Which 
is usually the best way to 
treat people who say insane 
things. 

For everyone knows you 
aren’t likely to hoar thunder 
in Victoria more than once 
every two or three years. 

When Brahan heard the 
first crack of thunder Sunday 
he thought of me immedi¬ 
ately. 

“Stay away from me.’’ he 
said M o n d ay. “You’re 
spooky." 

I guess maybe lam. Where 
the weather is concerned, 
anyway. 

Somehow or other there has 
king been something between 
the elements and me that 
defies explanation. A sort of 
trightening connection. 

It showed itself first when I 


was very young and was 
dragged off to a picnic 
against my will. 1 had wanted 
to stay home and play, ball 
with the other kids. 

It wus a beautiful day. Not 
a cloud in the sky. But to be 
spiteful, I told my parents it 
would rain as soon as we 
drove the 30 miles to the 
picnic site. 

As soon as the food hud 
been passed around there wus 
a loud crashing sound in the 
heavens and a river of rain 
sent everyone scurrying for 
cover. 

“You’ll have to do some¬ 
thing about that awful child." 
a relative said afterward to 
my mother. 

Years later strange thing* 
begun to happen each time 1 


wrote a weather story. 1 
became known as the curse of 
Kitchener, Ont. 

Each time I quoted tile 
weatherman, the opposite 
would occur. U he said the 
weekend would be sunny and 
a treat for holidayers, storms 
would wash out their tents 
and ruin their food. 

On other occasions the 
weatherman would tell me 
there w-as no snow expected 
and motorists would become 
trapped by blizzards. 

Tilings like tills, repeated 
almost daily, cause people to 
become Ill-tempered. There 
were times when I received 
threatening phone calls. No 
one thought of blaming the 
weatherman. They looked on 
me as the real culprit. 


Then I moved to the West 
Coast and looked forward to 
my first winter In Victoria, 
where snow is seldom seen. 

Just before the Christihas 
holiday, I jokingly told a 
couple of fellow workers: 

Lock your doors — you’re 
going to be snowed In." 

Two days later — Boxing 
Day. 1968 — 18 inches of snow 
buried Victoria, a record 
unmatched even in some 
northern towns. 

Some people laughed about 
my funny prediction. Others, 
with cars stuck on the side of 
the road, suggested I get out 
of town..

Firemen Qualified 
In Heart Case Care 


L'se of a defibrillator and 
two drugs by firefighters who 
operate the Saanich fire de¬ 
partment's ambulance was 
unanimously approved Mon¬ 
day night by Saanich council. 

T h e defibrillator and 
therapy, involving use of the 
drug* atruphine and xylo- 
caine, could be administered 
by firemen on their way to 
hospital with a patient suffer¬ 
ing an acute coronary heart 
attack. 

A defibrillator changes an 
abnormal heart pattern to a 
normal one by electrical 
shock. 

Council also passed a 
motion commending Saanich 
Fire Chief Joe Sutherland for 
his advice and assistance 
throughout the training pro¬ 
gram 

In a letter to council. Di 
George Woodwark. an in¬ 
structor in the course, said 
• he firemen are proficient in 
ihe use of tlje defibrillator 
and drugs. 

The Saanich municipal am¬ 
bulance crews now are 
trained to the level of a nurse 
who work* in a hospital'* 
heart ward — that is to say. 
they are prepared to cope 
with almost any type of 
cardiac emergency withoui 
the immediate supervision of 
a doctor. 

In that respect, the Saanich 
ambulance service is the first 
in Canada. 

Two years ago, the munici¬ 
pal ambulance was equipped 
with an electrocardiograph 
that radios patterns of the 
patient’s heart behavior to 
Royal Jubilee's coronary care 
ward. Hospital staff was able 
to make an early diagnosis of 
the illnes* and thus have the 
correct drugs and equipment 
awaiting the patient’s arrival 
in the emergency ward. 

The electrocardiograph i* 
so copipact and portable that 
it can be taken right into the 
patient's home. Once the 
electrodes have been attached 
to the chest, they start 
sending signals to a receiver 
in the ambulance, where 
another transmitter amplifies 
the signal for reception at 
Jubilee.

Cummins’ explanation of 
what the prosecutor called » 
bizarre case was : "We were 
out there slopping traffic 
we were trying to tell the 
people about Jesus " 

.MacIntyre said a gul stood 
screaming and waving her 
arms in front of the car while 
Cummins "climbed in to the 
car on top of the driver, 
shouting, swearing and 
waving a Bible in one hand 

’Souls Safe * 

He said the people in the 
car pleaded to be allowed to 
go and the driver eventually 
worked loose and called 
police. Before Cummins was 
subdued in a struggle, .said 
MacIntyre, he was seen by 
police instructing an Alsatian 
dog to "attack” and “kill." 

Cummin* told the judge lie 
and the girl “felt those 
people's souls were on the 
way to destruction and we 
wanted io stop them, tell 
them." 

He added "I believe the 
people that know Jesu* 
Christ, their soul* are not on 
the way to destruction. Their 
souls are safe. I know if they 
(those in the car) had found 
that way. I waa hoping they 
would be there with me, 
trying to tell others." 

Ostler remanded Cummins 
to today for sentence and 
asked for a doctor’s report. 
He did this after telling 
Cummin*: 

“You see. any cause, no 
matter liow worthy or how 
much one believes in It, doe* 
not justify breaking the law 
or disturbing other persons ip 
this way."
